railroads is shown in the provision that is being made for the 
movement of the new crop of wheat. This movement is 
about to begin and empty cars are already being pushed west- 
ward for the use oi' the railroads over which the grain is to be 
hauled. 


Eastern roads have received orders to hurry all "empties" 


to the West at once and the work has been begun. Thousands 
of'empty cars are now on their way to the roads that will need 
them in addition to their own for hauling the great wheat crop 
to market, and the result will be an absence of delay in getting 
the crop to market.which has usually been experienced be- 
cause of the lack of a sufficient number of cars during the 
rush. In past years the wheat moving roads*Vere dependent 
on the good will of the other roads whose cars were idle at the 
wheat moving lime. These roads did all in their power to 
accommodate, but after they had done their best there was al- 
ways a congestio nof traffic that was troublesome alike to 
farmers, shippers and buyers. 
With the government in a 


position to order all the empty cars in the country to the points 
where they will be needed for the next few, months the old- 
time congestion should be obviated and the great 'grain crop 
should be moved to market as fast as it is ready. Whatever 
else may come of government control of the railroads, this is 
one most excellent result. 


And it is.anoilier evidence that, in spile of all the criticism 


lhat has been offered, this country can do things when it sets 
itself about it. There has been criticism of the slowness with 
which it got inlo the war, and it is already seen ihat much of 
thai criticism was unjust. 
The war record ' made by (he 


United States since it entered the conflict is the pride of every 
loyal citizen and the wonder of the Allies. 


And the record that has been made at home in the way of 


food production and conservation is equally wonderful. Tre- 
mendous crops have been produced under pressure of the 
necessity of feeding not only the people of this country and 
iis armies, but a large part of Europe as well, and it is reassur- 
ing to know thai, now lhat Ihe crops have been produced, they 
have not got to remain in storage for the want of transporta- 
tion.
